WARRANTIES. —Seeds of the best quality will often fail through improper treatment. Thus, a small seed may be sown so 
ply that the young plant cannot reach the surface. More failures result from disregard of the conditions necessary to germination 
n from inferiority of the seeds used. These conditions are: a proper temperature, sufficient moisture, and free access of air. Be- 
}28 these, the soil must be in proper condition, and present no physical obstacle to the growth of the young plant. If heavy rains 
|e compacted the surface of the soil, and the sun has baked it to a hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other conditions are 

orable, for the seedling plants to force their way through it, and many perish from this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the 

perature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc., germinate rapidly at a temperature of 45°; but if Melons and other seeds 
shat family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of subtropical origin, are sown under the same corditions, they will be apt to decay, 
| ier their prompt germination they require a heat of at least 60°. For this reason many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. The 
d condition, proper moisture, is likely fo be violated by an excess rather than by too small a proportion. The proper amount is 
vhich a well drain .u soil will naturally hold. Free access of air is all important, and this is interfered with by an excess of water 
esoil. In germination complex chemical changes take place in the seeds, in which the air performs an important part. A portion 
| seed is consumed, carbonic acid gas being given off in changing the starch and other constitutents of the seed into nutriment to 
ward the growth of the germ or embryo plant, which depends upon the contents of the seed until it has formed roots below ground

TOBACCO 


Seed is generally sown in hot-beds in March and April, though some- 
times in cold frames or even the open ground. As soon as plants are from ¢ 
to 5 inches high, and all danger of frost is passed, they should be transferred 
to open ground in rows 4 feet apart and from 2% to 34 feet apart in the rows. 
After planting, the ground should be stirred with a one-horse cultivator 
about once in 10 or 12 days, so as to keep the land thoroughly clean from 
weeds, and in a porous and mellow 
condition. Frequent cultivation will 
also induce more favorable condi- 
tions of moisture. This should be 
continued as long as the cultivator 
can be passed through therows with- 
out injuring the plants. After this, 
as the roots of the plants will then 
almost fill the space between the 
rows, the ground should be kept 
clean by shallow hoeing.

A field of Rape coming into use when the pasture is almost barren from continuous 
feeding and dry weather, is a boon to the farm. For feeding sheep and lambs, pre- 
paratory for the market, nothing is better; not only does it fatten quickly, but imparts 
a quality to the flesh superior to almost any other pasture. It has been estimated that 
one acre of Rape, when not preceded by any other crop the same season, will feed from 
35 to 40 lambs for two months, and that the gain in flesh per month was from eight to 
twelve and one-half pounds on each lamb. Young cattle thrive upon it as well as 
swine. Rape may be sown either in rows or drills and cultivated or may be sown 
broadcast. When sown in rows the plant will grow much stronger, and more luxuri- 
ant in foliage, and will also stand longer feeding, as it is less liable to be tramped 
down. It may be sown in May, and when it is sufficiently advanced it can be fed off, 
and then allowed to grow up again, thus giving a second crop the sameseason: but 
the usual time for sowing is the last half of June until end of July, and it has been 
sown towards end of August with success. When sown early in the season the hot sun 
of August seems to unduly hasten its maturity. Asit will stand late sowing it can be 
sown after a rye and barley crop, and produce a valuable food for October and Novem- 
ber. The cultivation of rape should commence as soon as it is well started, and with 
repeated cultivation until the leaves become too large to work between the rows.
